UNINTENTIONALLY ABANDONED UNDER 37 CFR L135fa) 

SIR: 



Applicant, through his attorney, hereby petitions for reinstatement of the above- 
identified patent application which, apparently, required a response to a final office action, dated 
July 27, 2001, which was apparently mailed to an inconect address of Applicant's attorney. 

On February 19, 2002, Examiner Kamen telephoned Applicant's attorney and 
inquired if it was Applicant's intention to abandon the above-identified application by failing to 
respond to a final rejection, which allegedly was mailed to Applicant's attorney on July 27, 2001.
